Mr, Houston and L'r. Pforsheiner talked vdth the Director regard- 
ing memo ran dura for the record dated 6 January 1949, concerning th.e 
visa provision of the proposed CIA law in the light of State Depart- 
raent comments. It was agreed that we trould not adopt Mr, Alexander's 
suggestion regarding use of ■'fection 19(c), hut would stand on our 
own provision, in which the State Department indicates concurrence. 
However, in the light of our conversations of 6 January, we will 
eliminate from Section 6(g) all reference to consular authority.

Houston and I conferred with Mr. Fisher Hoiiie. of 
the State Department intelligence staff, and Mr. Robert Alex- 
mder, of the Visa Division of the State Deoartment, 
the visa section of the proposed CIA bill. '^Mr. Alexander, on 
behalf of the Visa Division, stated that they would Interpose 
no objection to Section 6(g), and Mr. Howe concurred. However 
Mr.. Alexander stated it is his personal opinion that certa 
changes coiild be made' vdiich would be advantageous to us. - H 
felt that our proposed section was not sufficiently canmu- 
flaged and would serve notice to all the world that we propose 
to bring these people in. Mr. Houston stated that this was 
precisely what we desired. As an open statute on the books 
it would serve notice to proposed defectors at a level* 
that the United States would in effect be an asylum (provided 
of course, we considered them of extreme intelligence potential). 
Mr. Alexander further suggested, as a possible alternative, the 
use for CIA purposes of Section 19(c) of the Immigration Act, 
which provides that the Attorney General may suspend deporta- 
tion of aliens in this country under certain circiimstances . 

It is Mr. Alexander's thought that at the request of the DCI 
and with the concurrence of the Attorney General, this pre- 
vision could be used on any persons brought into this country 
In order to give them permanent residence, charging the alien's 
entry against the appropriate quota. This would enable us to 
bring any number of people in on visitors visas^ merely stamp- 
Ing their passports, and thus not disclosing special categories. 
However, we pointed out that this system was usable at the 
present time, and if something similar were incoi^jorated in 
CIA legislation, it would leave us open to untold pressures 
from every possible source. Furthermore, it would leave us 
open to blaci^ail to the extent that an alien here on a visitors 
visa might disclose 50^ of his information and refuse to dis- 
close the remainder until we guaranteed him permanent residence. 
It was pointed out that our proposal was aimed prlmarilv at the 
defector program and not merely those whom we wished to inter- 
rogate temporarily . 


Mr. Alexander expressed preference for the use of Sec- 
tion 19(9) of the Immigration Act from the standpoint of 
legislative strategy, as those entrances v/ere charged agafast 
quotas, whereas our proposals in effect set up a soecial non- 
quota category. However, if there is an.y Congressional objec- 
tion to establishing such a special category, we ivould be

Mr# Fisher Hove called me concerning the above stated 
3Qctl«wj of oar p3*<^03ed legislation, in order to restate 
his understanding of his prior agreement with Mr. Pfora- 
heimer. He stated that ho had not yet received the views 
of the interested offices on this section, but he felt 
that they could be persuaded that the Secretary of State 
should not bo inclitded in those whose concurrwioe would 
ne neoassary for the entry of ali<ms#, Ha therefore felt 
that should rooomiaand that the Director not see Mr, 
Lovett in tliia conneotlon until ho knew what the recoja- 
mendation to the Secretary of State would be* If the 
rocoraiaendation is tha-t the SetKPotary bo Included in thla 
seeticm, Mr. Howe will call us prior to subnisslcn of the 
recoTOTondation, advising us of Its terms and ttio reasons 
f*lvsn by the reconnending parties# We will be given op- 
portunity for discussion snd to advise the Director tlmt 
a rscocuaendatlon 1s being rmde which does not accord 
entirely with his Infomal understanding with Mr, Lovett#, —

Mr, Howe stated that one other point might arise in 
discussions with the Visa Division, Under the provlsionj, 
as VTritton, there is no discretion whatsoever on the uart 
of th® Consul who will bo required to issue the visa. It 
nay therefore be the wish of the Visa Division tliat all 
documentation be waived and the consular activity under 
this authority be eliminated. 

I stated that we could probably accept such a recon— 
mendationi but if the question were raisod, wo would nrefer 
his proposal that we have a preliminary discussion of all 
the practical aspects, particularly those affoctlncr the 
security of possible operational arrangements, Tlr. Flowe 
stated that ho believed he would have such proposals nd 
comments, as would be made, within the next two days.
